CLEVELAND, O., July 25.—Re-

| reported by the joint commission, | 
_ but the southern members requested | 
a few changes, said to be minor in| 
|deffil. Members of the joint com- 
‘mission were confident that the mat- | 
ter would be ironed out satisfactorily | 
‘tc both sides. ! 
The plan requires the changing 

by each branch of its constitution to 
| provide for the merger of the gen- | 
|}eral conferences of two divisions, | 
iwwhich heretofore have held separate 
|'meetings every four years. 
|general conferences and the annual | 
‘conferences of the church must rati- | 
\fy the changes. 
| The status of the ministerial | 
‘standing of the negro bishops and | 
| clergymen will remain unchanged, 
‘Dr. Harris said. As in the past, they 
will remain on an equality with 
white ministers and bishops, but the 
negro bishops will not preside over | 
white conferences.

League baseball promises to produce’ 
another bumper crop of unusual 


achievements this year, if the first 
three months of the campaign can 
be taken as a criterion. 

Among a variety of brilliant per- 
formances, these new high marks 
so far this year, have been writ- 
ten into the game’s annals: 

Ty Cobb's life-time run-scoring 
record, which on May 24 reached 
1,741, for a fraction over 18 
seasons, eclipsing the total of 1,740 
amaased by Hans Wagner in 20 
years: Grover Alexander's achieve- 
ment in twirling 61 innings with- 
out issuing a base on balls; a 
mark of ten home runs for a 
single game, set by the St. Louis 
Cardinals and Philadelphia on 
May 11, and the new American 
League standard for single game 
run scoring when Cleveland over- 
whelmed Boston 27 to 3 on July 
7. 

One mark that stands out as 
close to impregnable is Babe 
Ruth's record of 59 home runs, 
established in 1921. Despite the 
reputed liveliness .of the ball, 
Ruth, as well as.hig rival slug- 
-xers, this season are well behind 
the record. 

Cy Williams, of the Phillies, 
“who looms as Ruth's chief rival 
for home runs this season, equal- 
ed Kenny Williams’ modern 
major league record early in the 
season when he laced out three 
homers in a single game. 

Other noteworthy feats record- 
ed so far include: . 

Six hits in six times at bat by 
Jacques Fournier, of Brooklyn; 
passing of 1,000 mark in consecu- 
tively played games by Everett 
Scott, Yankee shortstop; 15 bats- 
men struck out by Dazzy Vance, 
of Broklyn, in game with Giants; 
28 scoreless innings pitched by 
Coveleskie of Cleveland.
